The Cost of Living 


‘Cuts Down Cost of Handling and 


Eliminates Middlemen, 


The operation Of ‘eity produce Miar- 


j kets is regarded as having a close 
{bearing on the cost of living in the 
towns and cities. With a view evid 
ently of bringing out the best systems 
of conducting city markejs The Agri- 
cultural Gazette of Cana published 
by the department of agriculture at 
Ottawa, has brought together, in the 
December number, the systems by 
which markets are handled in eighteen 
of the larger citics in Canada, The 
Statements provided by city mayors, 
city clerks and supcrintendents of 
markets show clearly that there does 
not exist in Canada any uniform sys- 
tem of city market administration. 
Each city has its own special rules 
and regulations. In some instances 
the market is sublet to a sort of pub- 
lican who buys from the city the 
privilege to collect tolls or fees From 
those who bring produce to the mar- 
ket. In other cases, as in Regina, we 
find a women’s organization efficient- 
ly conducting the city market on a 
business basis, while many public 
markets are directly managed by a 
comiiittee appointed by the city 
The Hamilton board of trade 
has established a wholesome relation- 
ship between its urban and_ rural 
peoples by creating a farmers’ section 
of the board.

features adopted by various market 
administrations are giving excellent 
results, for example, the system 
adopted as at Port Arthur for the 
selling of consignments of produce by 
the market manager on a commission 
basis.

The high merit of the class of live- 
stock being produced in Western 
Canada today is evidenced by the fol- 
lowing incident related by Mr, Wil- 
liam Gilbert, of Stony Plain, a small 
town situated in the centre of the rich 
mixed fafming districts of Central, 
Alberta.

Germany Shipped 
Guns to Mexico 
ExpOrtation of War Material Is Viol- 
ation of Armistice, 

Two. shipments 4 machine guns 
and machine gun accessories being 
sent to Mexico from Germany and 
discovered in transit, via Holland, 
have been held up by the Allied mili- 
tary authorities, according to informa- 
tion reaching United States officials 
at Coblenz, 2 

The exportation of war material by 
Germany is a violation of the armi- 
stice and peace treaty. The German 
government has been asked to explain 
the shipments and notified not to at- 
tempt any similar exportation of such 
arms, 

The first shipment consisted of four 
carloads of second hand machine- 
guns, all boxed and ready for ocean 
transport. This shipment comprised 
2,695 machine guns and, according to 
Marshal Foch, the guns arrived in 
Holland on November 28, the senders 
being the firm of Brockleman and 
Senet Gunn, of Cassel. The consignee

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British Columbia 
Salmon Pack 


Seventy-Five Per Cent. Has Been Ex- 
ported Principally to Great 
Britain 

Practically all of the British Colum- 
bia salmon pack for the 1919 season 
consisting of 1,393,156 cases and val- 
ued at more than $15,000,000, has been 
sold. Seventy-five per cent, has been 
exported, principally to Great Britain, 
Cased salmon in smaller and varying 
quantities has been shipped from‘ this 
province to other points in the British 
Empire, and to France, Italy, Greece 
and several other European countries 
says the Vancouver Province. 

No difficulty was experienced by the 
British Columbia canners in disposing

“It would be very difficult to exag- 
gerate the famine conditions in Cen- 
tral Europe,” said H Thomson, for- 
mer food controller and a member of 
the Canadian trade commission, in 
answer to questions with regard to 
his observations during the last nine 
months overseas. 

“In Vienna, for example, where 
Austrian money is worth less than 
one-twenty-filth part of its value be- 
fore the war, people have to pay near- 
ly $5 a pound for flour, $6 a pound 
for sugar, about $10 a pound for meat, 
80 cents a pound for potatoes, $2 a 
pound for apples, $1.70 for an egg.

boundary in the south with Fort Ver- 
milion in the north by a chain of 
airdromes and sub-stations at a com- 
paratively small expenditure,” was 
the statement made by Major Arthur 
G. Lincoln, formerly of the Royal 
Air Force. 

Major Lincoln has been selected to 
make an examination of the prairie 
provinces, with a view to selecting a 
section of the country where air- 
dromes and sub-stations could be 
built and flights undertaken which 
would assist in the general develop- 
ment of the country, 

The Major ts endeavoring to col- 
lect sufhcient data to warrant the 
government establishing an air ser- 
vice at an early date, and he hopes 
to be able to show how the under- 
taking can be promoted on a self- 
sustaining basis. This can be done 
by adapting air services for several 
government purposes, he says, which 
heretofore were carried on by slow 
and expensive methods, owing to the 
great distances to be covered, These 
include such work as police patrols, 
inspections, forestry patrol, 
assistance to topographical and geo- 
graphical surveys, photographic maps 
of government lands, and reconnais- 
sance work for railways and roads. 

All such tasks, says Major Lincoln, 
would be undertaken by air at a 
great saving over the present cost, 
while the amount of work accom- 
plished in a season would be doubled 
times in the time saved trav- 
elling from point to point. A survey 
of the mineral resources in the Peace 
River area alone, Mayor Lincoln says, 
would pay for the service in one year. 
The service would be invaluable in 
supplying mail to outlying and 
sparsely settled districts, and would 
greatly facilitate the surveying of the 
north country, 

Lincoln’s estimates call for 
an atuplane service from the boun- 
dary to Fort Vermilion, a distance of 
1.200 miles by present routes of trav- 
elling, by the establishment of a 
string of airdromes along the east- 
ern slope of the Rocky Mountains, a 
route which is at present impassible 
except with the use of pack-horse. 

—“Our Canadian pilots are well 
equipped to handle the work,” said 
Major Lincoln, “as the experience 
gained during the war would make 
the necessary flying for this service 
very simple and easy in comparison.”

A sack full of Alfalfa seed, grown 
at Belvedere, about forty miles sorth- 
west of Edmonton, in the nmorth-cen- 
tral part of Alberta, has just been ex- 
hibited by its owner, Mr. J. S, Mills, 
States the Edmonton Bulletin, 

The seed was well matured, was 
well cleaned and had every appear- 
ance of being in condition to repro- 
duce satisfactorily, Mr. Mills is of 
the opinion that his is the first suc- 
cessful attempt to raise alfalfa seed 
so far north in Canada, Mr, Mills has 
450 pounds of seed threshed from 1} 
acres of alfalfa. The ficld was sown 
in 1915, and two crops of hay were 
cut from it in 1916, 1917 and 1918. The 
yield was at the rate of about four 
tons to the acre as the total of the 
two crops. The first cutting gave the 
heaviest yield. There was a good 
aftermath following the second cut- 
ting. The seed was drilled in, and 
when the plants were a foot high they 
were thinned by hand. 

The general impression now {falsi- 
fied, has been that alfalfa seed would 
not mature successfully so far north, 
The seed sown by Mr. Mills is of the 
Grimm variety. During the dry period 
in the earlicr part of the past summer 
he decided to let the crop stand to 
produce sced. A rainy period tollow- 
ed, but that did not prevent the seed 
|trom forming and maturing. The crop 


was cut about September 25. ln due 
course it was stacked and the hay 
from the threshed alfaita is eaten
